1 . FONOFF CONFIRMS THAT CHANCELLOR SCHMIDT RAISED FIVE 
HUMANITARIAN CASES DURING HIS VISIT TO PEKING AND THAT 
TWO HAVE BEEN RESOLVED. 

2. BOTH CASES WHICH HAVE BEEN RESOLVED INVOLVED DUAL 
NATIONALS WHO HAVE BEEN GIVEN PERMISSION TO LEAVE CHINA. 
ONE (A GERMAN WOMAN WHO ACQUIRED CHINESE NATIONALITY 
THROUGH MARRIAGE) WAS GRANTED PERMISSION TO LEAVE 

THE DAY BEFORE SCHMIDT ARRIVED IN PEKING. THE OTHER 
CASE WAS RESOLVED APPROXIMATELY THREE WEEKS AFTER 
SCHMIDT’S VISIT. 

3. THE THREE REMAINING CASES ARE ' MORE DIFFICULT" AND 
ARE ONES IN WHICH THE FRG'S INTEREST AND/OR ABILITY TO 
RESOLVE ARE NOT AS STRONG. 
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
